Thanks for your letter of February 10, which you mis-dated 
as April 10. Wishful thinking on your part! I'm glad 
to hear that you still 'cling' to the firing sequence 
I described in "Conspiracy of One," and that you find 
that you cannot 'shake' it. I submit that you have chosen 
wisely. 

I believe the second 'jiggle' sequence in the Zapruder 
film was caused by Zapruder 's anxiousness to re-acquire 
the President in his camera viewfinder as the limo emerged 
from behind the sign. 

Posner and I have a significant disagreement on the firing 
sequence. Obviously, the Secret Service agents would 
not have taken nearly more than five seconds to respond 
to a shot_atl60, slow though they admittedly were. Add 
to this Willis' admitted knee-jerk reaction - which Gerald 
never mentions — and you have a strong case for a first 
shot at 186. 

Your analysis of the motorcycle backfire noise is accurate. 

I ” d recommend that you read Dougherty's testimony in full. 

This should eliminate your confusion. If, however, one 
believes Oswald guilty, Dougherty becomes a less-than-impressi ve 
witness. He did not recall seeing Oswald carrying a long 
and bulky package into the TSBD on the morning of the 
assassination.
